- Lonpow, April 25.—Ata little dinner giv- 
@n by ex-Mayor Grace last Saturday Mr. Parnell 
said a number of interesting things to me across 
the table which I asked his permission to print 
At bis request [ met him again this evening, and 
the followiag are the worde which he himself 
Spoke with w view to their publication. It was 
In answer to my guestion, ‘* What view do you 
taxe of the claim that even the cvercion law 
Ought tv be obeyed under all circumstances?” 
that he beyau to talk, saying: “While usually 
holding it to be especiaily necessary at this 
time that tbe Irish people be most 
Circumspect in avoiding the commission 
of any illegality, I consider that so far 
as regarda actions which are newly constituted 
Offenses by the coercion measure of last session, 
8uch as the maintenance of the organization of 
the Natioual League in proclaimed districts, the 
assertion vf the rights of freedom of public 
meeting, liberty of speech, and freedom of the 
press in proclaimed diStricts, all of which are 
struck at by the Criwes act, I say that the Irish 
people are avsohitely bound to refuse to obey 
such au iniquitous law and tu deny that it bas 
any moral sanction. Their struggle to assert 
these rights has my entire sympathy. IL con- 
sider that they are carrying it on most bravely. 
I believe that the names of the men, many of 
them in humble positions, who are cheerfully 
faving a plank bed and the rigors of penal im- 
prisonment in defense of their principles, will 
Worthily live in the history of our country.” 

As tu the pruspects of some immediate change 
Mr. Parnell is uot sanguine. Hesays: “From 
allthe indications afforded by the by-elections 
itis evident that at the next general election, 
those electors who abstained from voting in 
1886 andthereby returned the Tory Government 
with a bundred majority will, in the main, vote 
to restore Mr. Gladstone to power with about a 
similar majority. It cannot be too clearly un- 
derstvuod that it was the abstentions, the ab- 
astentions only of Liberal vutera throughout 
Great Britain, which did the mischief But 
as tv when the opportunity of a gen- 
eral = election will come is @& gues- 
tion. The time is only just approaching 
in which it will be pussibie to test the cohesion 
of the Liberal Unionists to their Tory allies. 
The Government are rather prematurely plum- 
ing themselves on the unoppused second read- 
lng of the Local Government bill. This measure 
depends on a multitude of details, and the bat- 
tle ground of these will bein comwittee, In 
that stage, at any moment, a question may arise 
which will really strain the solidarity of the 
Uniouist coalition. Many important interests 
are assailed. The Tory country party view 
with distrust and dislike the whole meuss- 
ure, and are sure to show this by a bad 
attendunce in cummittee. But whether or 
not we succeedin upsetting the Government this 
year over the Local Goverument bill or some 
other ques.ion, it must be rewembered that the 
final resuit of the restoration of a Parliament to 
Ireland is assured beyond a doubt. For an 
event of such wagnitude, which up to 1885 was 
certainly not expected save as the doubtful out- 
come of years of struggle and suffering, but 
whicb Las now become the certain pacific pros- 
pect of a year or two, we can surely afford to 
have a little patience. 

“Tu the American people especially, without 
whose aid we could bave made none of this 
enormous advance, and who, looking trom a dis- 
tance, may be disposed to regard the present 
progress as slow when compared with the stride 
taken in 1885, I wouid say that what we have 
to do at present is to use this interval to con- 
solidate and secure our ground for the next 
gatep when tbe time to take it arr.ves, with every 
confidence that it will be the final and crown- 
ingone. Although the pavse may seem to be 
long, it is essential and vaiual'e. Itis as noth- 
ing compared with the many centuries that Ire- 
land has waited in hopeless wisery and sacrifice. 
We must learn to know how to wait as well as 
how te advance. The must victorious armies of 

istury have veen coinpelled at times to rest in 
seeming inactivity behind their trenches, and it 
is just as muca the necessary duty of a nation, 
if it desires freedom, to learn huw to do this at 
the proper time, in patieuce, as itisfor an army. 
I have said aperiod of waitiny was an advantage 
tous. It is educating and will educate the peo- 
ple of Great Britain. Men who in 1885 fol- 
lowed Mr. Gladstuue in his great measure from 
belief in the man now folluw him as well from be- 
\iefin thecause. There wre thousands of Liberals 
throughout the country who at that time were 
without sufficient information to enable them 
to defend Mr. Gladstone’s policy, and who are 
now as ardent home rulers and as capabie ex- 
pouents of the necessity of such a measure for 
Ireland as any of the Irish mewbers themselves, 
In Ulster, too, this improvement is noticeabie. 
I velieve, from all I hear, that if an election 
Were to take place now we should make a net 
gain of three wembersthere. If the Uister Pres- 
byterians once become convinced that they will 
not get land reform without home rule they will 
become home rulers, and tbe - present 
Government, most stupidly, I think, is 
doing al! it can to compel this convic- 
tiou. Churchill’s speech this afternoon on 
the Irish County Councils bill was 
one of the most important of the session and 
certain)y the ablest he bas over delivered on 
any subject. His disclosure of the views held 
by Salisbury’s Cabinet in 1886 was of the first 
maguitude in importance, diametrically opposed 
as they are to the views announved by Balfour 

‘4m the debate to-day. His foreshadowing of 

' grave disaster to the Tory Party at the polls if 
u geveral election, perhaps close at band, ar- 
rived, produced a tremendous sensation and 
seemed most vivinous. In fact, the speech was 
undoubtauly the bardest blow this Government 
has yet received, and it will have far-reaching 
Yresultein the cuuptry. These results, toward 
which events are shaping, must be in our favor. 
Let ue wait alertly, but still in patience, aud see 
What they are.”

QUEEN VICTORIA’S VISIT. 
BeRuin, April 25.—This morning’s bul- 
Jetin says: “ ‘Tue Emperor passed a good night. 
Hie fever is lower and his condition satisfactory. 
As the condition of the Emperor changes little 
during the day ouly one builetin will be issued 
daily until further notice.” 

The Ewperor rose at 9 o’clock. He felt re- 
Zreshed ufter his night’s rest, and enjoyed two 
cups of tea and a few light cakes. The Crown 
Priuce visited the Emperor at 4 o’clock, and 
Afterward the Crown Princess paid him a long 
visit Tho Ewyperor luunched heartily, taking 
the mealin bed. His temperature this evening 
Was 101°. Queen Victoria paid another visit to 
the En:peror this morninus. 

Ibe kumperor conunues to improve. At 11 
o’cluck to-night he bad little fever and was 
gaining strength.

The Dowager Empress Augusta called on 
Queen Victoria this afternoon. After a visit of 
35 minutes the two ladies drove in a landau to 
the British Embassy. In a second carriage 
were Princess Beatrice and the Emperor's 
three daughters, and in a third Prince 
Henry of Battenberg. Tea was served 
at the Embassy, the Crown Prince, who was fol- 
lowed later by the Crown Princess and Count 
Herbert Biemarck, being present. From 
the Embassy the Queen and the 
Empress drove to the English chapel 
in the Monbijou Platz, and, after remaining 
20 minutes, returned to Charlottenburg, 
A- banquet was given at the palace at 8 o’clock, 
at which all the royal Princes and Princesses 
were. present. Among the cuests were Prince 
Bismarck, Count Herbert Bismarok, Gen. von 
Moltke, Minister von Puttkamer, Count Stolberg, 
Gens. Albedyil. Achenbach, Von Pape, Eulen- 
berg, and Von Rauch, the Duke of Rutland, Bir 
E. B. Malt, the British Ambassador, und his 
wife, and all the physicians attending the Em- 
peror, including Dra. Mackenzie and Hovell. 

Owing tothe improved condition of the Em- 
peror Queen Victoria has decided to remain here 
until Thursday. She will attend a parade of the 
Life Guards at 3 P. M. to-morrow, and will dine

CHURCHILL CHANGES FRONT. 
ATTACKS THE TORIES ON THE IRISH 
COUNTY GOVERNMENT BILL. 
Lonpon, April 25.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. J. L. Carew (Nationalist) 
moved the second reading of the Irish County 
Governwent bill. He urged that public opinion 
was atthe back of the promoters of the bill. 
The present system was a landlords’ system 
and in the landlords’ interests. The Grand Juries 
nominated by the High Sheriff were a select cir- 
cle, acting for themselves. The principle of the 
bill was to give the people control of strictly 
local affairs through airectly-elected councils. 
Mr. Gladstone said that to do Ireland justice 
the proper mode of amending public business 
was to begin not with local but with central in- 
stitutionec. The Government could not plead 
that the state of Ireland was now 
worse than it was at the last election; 


yet they had witndrawn their promises 
and declared that until Ireland foregoes her 
natural aspirations aud withdraws her claim to 
central authority at Dublin no Local Govern- 
meut bill will be presented to the House, “Any 
inan,” said Mr. Gladstone, ‘who refuses to vote 
for this bill beeomes a party to that declara- 
tion.” [Cheers.]} 

Mr. Balfour said the debate had turned prin- 
cipally upon ths working of the present local in- 
stitutions. Every one knew that the local Gov- 
erument of Ireland was bad exactly in the 
proportion that the ex-officio element 
was excluded from it. [Cries of ‘“ Nol” 
‘““No!” from the Parnellites. Cheers from the 
Government benches. The deterioration in 
locul management in Ireland was due to the ex 
otticio yielding of elected members to the de- 
mands of constituents, owing to the tyr- 
anny of the League. Politica in Ireland 
were diferent from politics in England. 

Lord Randolph Churvchiil said that the Goy- 
ernment in 1886 pledged themselves to extend 
to Ireland the satue amount of local liberty. 
That pledge was the foundation of the Unionist 
Party and the only platform upon which 
they could resist repeal. If the Gov- 
ernment relied merely upon their execu- 
tive powers, and if they were going to 
preach that the Jrish must he Jooked upon as 
inferior, they might for a time hold that position 
butonly fora very short time. [Parnellite cheers. } 
There was not sufficient interpretation of the 
Goverpment policy. If Ireland had to waitin the 
hands of the executive, the Conservatives must 
take care that they did not expose themselves 
to a well-directed indictment of reaction. 

Mr. Chamberlain said tbat, without adopting 

the view that nothing should be done withina 
reasonable period, he was opposed to the bill 
because the English and Irish local government 
questions could not be dealt with in the same 
session. 
., be bill was rejected, 282 to 195. When the 
@iyision was taken Lord Randolph Churcnill 
and several Conservatives and Unionists left 
the House in order to avvid voting. Two 
Unionists supported the bill, together with Mr. 
Giadstone and his followers. The Government 
had the saupport of Lord Hartington, Mr. 
Chamberlain, and 40 Unionists. 


CARNOT AND BOULANGER. 
THE PRESIDENT STARTS ON HIS TOUR— 


A BOULANGIST SCHEME. 

Paris, April 25.—President Carnot, ac- 
companied by M. Lockroy, Minister of Public 
Instruction, and M. Peluns-Montaud, Minister of 
Public Works, left Paris to-day on a tour of 
France. President Carnot was cordially wel- 
comed at the stations along the route. At 
Vierzon the Prefect expressed the confidence 
of the inhabitants in President Carnot's patriot- 
ism and devotion to the republic. Much en- 
thusiasm was manifested by the poople. At 
Souterraine, replying tothe Mayor, the Prest- 


dent said: ‘You are right in thinking rhat I 
shall kuow how to defend the republic against 
eneiules within and without.” Act Limoges, bis 
native tuwn, the President was enthusiastically 
welcomed by ali the Senators ana Deputies for 
the district and by thecivil and military ofticials. 
Ata banquet given by the municipal authorities 
the President, replying to a toast proposed by 
the Mayor, said that 1t had been his wish 
to make hia first visit as President to his 
native town. The honor shown bim was, 
he felt, intended asa tribute not so much to a 
fellow-citizen as to the Chief Magistrate of the 
Republic and its vigilant and resolute guardian. 
His speech was loudly applauded. After the 
banquet the President held an open reception. 
He will remain at Limoges during the night. 

MM. Laisant and Michelin, Boulangiss

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CUT AND DRIED FOR BLAINE 


THE BAY STATE REPUBLICANS 
MUS1 HAVE HIM. 

THEIR CONVENTION CHEERS BLAINE, 
ELECTS DELEGATES, AND ADOPTS 
THE USUAL PLATFORM, 

Boston, April 25.—James G. Blaine for 
President, sick or well, with letters burned or 
unburned, with declination now written or yet 
to be penned, was the verdict of the Republican 
State Convention. Every time the name of the 
sojourner in Italy was mentioned the delegates 
broke out into achorus of ki-yis that would not be 
controlled, and this was usually topped off with 
three cheers. The meeting was essentially a 
Blaine love feast. The convention itself was 
one of those well-acted affairs where every de- 
tail was worked out with remarkable 
unanimity of opinion. Why t The rea- 
son is easily explained. The lead- 
ers gathered themselves together iuto 
ore place last evening and fixed the convention 
until, like the Deacon's “* one-hoss shay,” there 
wasn't a chance for it to break er to start. They 
fixed it so well thatit only took 36 minutes to 
cheer Blaine, do all the business, listen to the 
speeches, and adjourn. This may not beat the 
record, butitis a good record nevertheless. 
The leaders decided upon the delegates to Chi- 
cago, and tinkered up the temperance viank 
until they made it presentable. 

The convention was held in Tremont Temple, 
thatabode of Andover theology, and in the 
lobby where, on Sunday, the tract distributors 
stand, to-day stood the agent of Herbert Rad- 
clyffe, Secretary of the Home Market Club, a 
protection organization. Curiously enough, Mr. 
Radclyffe, although opposed to English free 
trade, spells his name with a y after the English 
manner. These agents distributed protection 
literature, iucluding one alleged poem. As soon 
as the State Committee entered upon 
the platform there was a slight  burat 
of applause from the gathering that 
occupied the greater portion of the temple. 
Mest of those who gat up late last night and en- 


gxineered the convention were on time and dis- 
tributed themselves conveniently in the cun- 
vention. Just at 11:05 Dr. F. L. Burden, 
Chairman of the State Committee, adjusted his 
glasses und rapped the convention to order. The 
xeneral laudation of Blaine ceased and Dr. Bur- 
den was made temporary Chairman, the Hon. 
Robert Southworth temporary Secretary, and 
then the Kev. H. A. Philbroox of Attleborough— 
that is where Chairman Burden lives—offered 
prayer. This was just as it had been arrauged 
jasU bight. Dr. Burden, when be arose to speak, 
was received very handsomely. Among other 
things he said: 


‘““Makea clean campaign entirely from a Repub- 
lican standpoint, based upou the proposition that 
there are Kepublican voters enough in the State to 
Win a substantial victory every year without the 
aid of Democratic coalition or alliauce with Mug- 
wumps. Do not misunierstand me. We will wel- 
come the honest independent, who, believing that 
the course pursued by the Republican Party four 
years ago tended to retard the reform of the civil 
service, Went out and fell down at the feet of that 
great high priest of reform—Grover Cleveland—be- 
cause he will admit his mistake. But to that so- 
called independent, who seized upon the question 
of civil service reform as a pretext, while the real 
reason Was that he was a free trader, we have no 
concessions to offer, The Presidential campaign 
promises to be a contention for a great economic 
principle. The peer of the Republican Party is 
identified with the principle of protection to Ameri- 
can capital aud American Jabor. President Cleve- 
land’s message has indelibly imprinted free trade 
upon the Democratic policy. President Cleveland 
for the Democratic Party threw down the gage of 
battle. James G. Blaine picked it up and answered 
the challenge witha trumpet blast for protection 
that will not cease to be heard until a Republican 
shall sit in the Presidential chair of the Nation. The 
Democratic Party, in spite of the protest of its more 
experienced leaders, has been forced by the Presi- 
dent into an unequivocal indorsement of free trade. 
Itis a positiou which for years those leaders have 
sedulously avoided, and now shrink from in fear and 
trembling. .Why ? Because they are fully aware that 
any party io this country asking control of the 
National Government with the avowed purpose of 
substituting a free trade for the present protective 
-policy will be routed horse, foot, and dragoons 
when it encounters the intelligence and hard com- 
mon sense of the American people. But we are told 
that the tariff needs revision; that the war taxes 
ought to be removed, To this the Republican Party 
saysamen. Revise the tariff judiciously and sensi- 
bly, so that American interests will not suffer; 
lessen the internal revenue taxes, which are the 
war taxes. Sut the Republican Party draws the 
line and says stop when any proposition meaning 
free trade ia made.” 


The leaders last night arranged that Gen. Will- 
iam Coggswell should be permanent Chairman, 
and R. A. Southworth, J. O. Ward, and 10 other 
gentlemen Secretaries. ‘he Hon. E. J. Hathurne, 
Chuirman of the Committees on Credentials; the 
Hon. Kufus 8 Frost of Chelsea, Chairman of 
the Committee on Permanent Organization, and 
the Hon. Edward Glines, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Ballots, aud behvld it was so. 
Gen. Cogeswell, of course, made an 
address. Hoe is not a wagnetic speak- 
er and the geverally vindictive tone of 
his speech was relieved by sarcasm and 
grim humor. His several poiats against the 
Democracy and the Democratic Administration, 
and especially his eharges of ‘total lack of 
Americanism” and his reference to the negleet- 
ed sea coasts upon which the Administration's 
“own cowardice micht invite attack,’ were 
highly relished by his auditors. The address 
and the reception it was accorded proved, if 


proof were wanting, that PF tinge ill is the - 
i 


slogap with which the Republican Party in this 
State surely expevts to achieve success in the 
coming campaizn. In concluding his ‘address 
Gen. Coggswell said: 


“Let the Republican Party stand in this cam- 
paign for the industries, the homes, the markets, 
the citizenship, the rights, the advantages, and the 
houor of America against the world. et it stand 
tor Americanism, a Serf most sadly needed in the 
politics and the conduct of public atfairs to-day; for 
good government, which it has always endeavored 
to subserve; for internal improvements; for proper 
coast defenses, for which even Canada expenis this 
year some million and a half of dollars, equal to an 
expenditure by us of over twenty-two millions, and 
somne three miilions for her rivers and harbors, equal 
to almost fifty millions on our part; fora reform of 
all iuequalities.in the tarifflaws, as it is ready to 
do, but ip the interest of protection, notin the in- 
terest of free trade, and for a just recognition of the 
services and needs of the Union soldier. Let it put 
ityelf squarely on the platforrm that this country is 
for its citizens, and that whileit freely welcomes 
within its borders all who with an honest purpose 
seek its shorea tojoinin our oitizenship and sup- 
port our form of government and breathe in our 
spiritof “liberty under law,” it has no room for 
those who come as enemies to our iustitutions, and 
that to this end the o-t careful and stringent laws 
should be passed. Mindful of its origin from the 
people, let the Republican Party never forget that 
it ig the cause of the people it has always led, and 
“by this sign we cunquer.”

THE CAMERON MEN BEATEN 


AND SENATOR QUAY’S SLATE 
IS PUT THROUGH. 

BOSS COOPER TO RETIRE NEXT JANU- 

ARY—MITCHELL NAMED FOR JUDGE 

—THE PLATFORM AND DELEGATES. 


For supreme Court Judge—JamMrS T. MITCHELL 
of Philadelphia. 

For Electors at Large—Lewis F. PUGHE of 
Lackawanna, THOMAS DOLAN of Philadelphia. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., April 25.—In one of 
the largest cunventions of ihe Republican 
Party held in Pennsylvania for many years 
Senator Matthew 8. Quay, Gen. D. H. Hastings, 
William R. Leeds, and Henry W. Oliver have 
been chosen delegates at large to the Republican 
National Convention, Judge James T. Mitchell 
of Philadelphia has been nominated forSupreme 
Court Judge, and a platform of principles 
adopted. These events are given in the 
order of their importance in the estima- 
tion of the convention. But before all of 
them and of prime importance to every poll- 
tician of prominence, not excepting Senators 
Quay sand Cameron, was the election of the 
Chairman of the State Committeo, for upon the 
issue of that contest hung the fate of 
candidates for other places. The re- 
sult is a considerable but not com- 
plete victory for Senator Quay over his 
Senatorial colleague. Quay has been rising 
rapidly. He has acquired a atrong confidence 
in his own powers. At the same time he has 
come to look upon the Camerons and their sup- 
porters as a decaying force in Republican affairs, 
and he has recently been making preparations 


to set aside the Camerons and assume charge 
himseif. 


In spite of his attempt to pose here as an in- 
different observer of the fight forthe place of 


Chairman of the State Committee, it ia now 
plain enough that he consented to, if he did not 
originate and develop, the plan to depose 
Cooper and putin Andrews. Cooper was favored 
forretention by Cameron. The attempt to oust 
him was accepted as achallenge to battle, and 
the contests in to-day’s convention were largely 
the beginning of a bitter partison war between 
the adherents of Quay and Cameron. Quay won 
in the first encounter. He had scoured the State 
in behalf of Andrews, and Cooper found to his 
dismay that he could not be elected. To throw 
him over, however, would be to pro- 
voke a spirit of retaliation at a time when 
serious consequences to the party micht follow 
soon. 8o, while he came into last night's cau- 
cus to take charge personaily and to anuounce 
the compromise whick he had made for Cooper, 
Quay did not push the fight harder. He had pro- 
voked hostility, however, in one 1mportant quar- 
ter. The oppositien tooneof the candidates whom 
he had “slated” for delegate ut large had been 
talked of a sood deal. It had been suggested 
that Mr. N. P. Reed of Pittsburg be droppeu 
and that Mr. Charles Emory Smith of the Paoila- 
delphia Press be substituted for him as a 
candidate who would excite no hos- 
tility whatever. Mr. Smith’s name was 
announced, and Mr. Smith came to 
Harrisburg at the ,suggestion of Mr. Quay’s 
friends inclined to accept theplace. Without 


explanation and to the intense mortification of . 


Mr. Smith and Senator Cameron, the name of 
Mr. Smith was neglected and the fight was made 
by Mr. Quay for the men he had personally 
decided should go to Chicago. The result is 
likely to be that the most powerful of the State 
papers will be driven over to Cameron and that 
Mr. Quay will soon be reminded shat be need not 
expect to go about with his chin pushed out and 
with the air of @ dictator, but that he may be as 
suddenly crushed by the ‘‘machine” as he has 
been rapidly elevated by it. 

The platform is what might have been expect- 
ed of a body that was inspired by the motives 
that most deeply moved this convention. It 
makes complaint of Congress for not regulating 
elections and for attempting to revise the tariff. 
It advocates the spending of -money as a means 
of employing the excessive income from 
taxation. It opposes free wool with worn-out 
and iisleading arguments and figures. It calls 
for more and more liberal pensions and the 
passage of the direct tax bill. It denounces the 
Administration for its violationa of the civil 
service law, but does not directly approve of 

~the civil service system. There is not # line in 
it that will inspire reasonable men with in- 
creased respect for the Republican Party, and 
there are many extravagant and inaccurate ex- 
pressions in 1t that must impress the people 
with the idea that the new birth of the Repub- 
a Party in Pennsylvania is yet a long way 
off. 

Chairman Cooper at 11:15 laid aside his soft 
hat and witha piece of adry goode box for a 
gavel called the body toerder. The roll of dele- 
gates was called, *‘ Chris” Magee being replaced 
in the Allegheny delegation by a substitute. 
There were 203 of the 204 delegates 
present. As soon as this was aacer- 
tained, Col. A. Louden Snowden, Chairman of 
last night’s caucus, nominated ex-Congressman 
Samuel H. Miller of Mercer for temporary 
Chairman, and he was elected and escorted to 
the stage. Mr. Miller, who came with a pre- 
pared speeeh, which he read from manuscript, 
18 a comparatively young man, who was well 
known when he was @ memberof the House. He 
began with some references to the harmony that 
had prevailed, all of which he attributed to the 
Managewwent of Senator Quay. whose magna- 
nimity in permitting differences of opinion 
while he compeiled conciliation was ingeniously 
praised. The State was reported to be prosper- 
ous in spite of the Democratic Party, largely 
owing to the efforta of the party to which 
“we” belong to-day. Rather clumaily, but 
well enough for the purpose, he put to 
the convention the question whether the 
next Congress should be chosen “upon the 
theories of a Cleveland or those of a Blaine?” 
when the convention burst forth in a cheer, 
with shouts of *“ Blaine! Blaine! Blaine!” from 
all parts of the house. While the ap- 
plause for Blaine was subaiding Chair- 
man Miller explained that what he was 
about to say—he alone was responsible for what 
he had to say—was of a@ character to eausé gur- 
prise in a Pesansylvania convention. -In an 
Ohio convention the speech could have hardly 
been completed in peace. To Ropudlicans inand 
out of Congreas, whose cue it is to say nothing 
good of the South, Mr. Miller’s speech will be as 
otfensive as it was to a great many of the 
delegates whom he addressed. He argued that 
in order to strengthen the party the cause of 
protection should be extended, the South 
cultivated to appreciate its benefita, anda 
the Republican Party built up io the 
South, That would not only make several 
Southern States debatable, but it would be 
“wise, prudent, and desirable.” 

The convention then devoted itself to the ap- 
pointment of the usual Committees on Creden- 
tials, Resolutions, aud Permanent Organization, 
and received several resolutions carrying sugc- 
gestions for the platform. Col. Snowden, as the 
Chairman of last night’s caucus, produced the 
“compromise” resolution agreed upon. It had 
been changed to suit Mr. Cooper, and “elected” 
as well as ‘continued’ Mr. Cooper as 
Chairman until Jan. 1, 1889. It also elacted Mr. 
W. H. Andrews to succeed Cooper. The Magee 
men were angry, for they declared that Senator 
Cameron anid Magee had both been iguored in 
reaching what was ealled the “compromise,” 
aud that they did not know of the agreement 
until after it had been approved in the caucus. 
It was adopted without opposition. The tight 
was to come later. 

There was a long and dull dispute over the 
right of the State Convention to name Electors 
whom Geu. Reeder of Northampten thought 
should benamed by districts. It was finally de- 
cided by the Chair thatit was the province of 
the convention to name them. Atl o'clock the 
convention took @ recesa for an hour. 

It was not untli 2:30 that the delegates were 
again called to order. The hall wae again 
crowded to its utmust capacity, the smoke was 
thicker than ever, and the bad convention band 
was alittle more assertive and inharmonivus 
after dinner than it had been before. The 
Comrsaittee on Credentials reported to the 
satisfaction of everybody and their report was 
approved. According to the caucus programme 
the Hon. Jacob M. Campbell of Cambria was 
elected permanent Cnairinan, although the tem- 
porary Chairman was about to omit the formal- 
{ty of choosing his successor and to proceed 
at ouce to nominate a Judge of the Supreme 
Court. Mr. Campbell, a tall, spare man with 
xray hair and beard and a busy voice, was 
chosen and escorted to the platform. He 
gratified the convention by announcing that he 
would not inflict a speech upon it and immedi- 
ately declared that nominations for Supreme 
Court Judge were in order, and then: there was 
speech making. Auditor-General Norris of Phil- 
adelphia led off and at the outset atirred the 
hearts of the delegates by his remark that 
“Providence permitted, for some inscrutable 
reason, treason’s apologist, Grover Cleveland, 
to be selected over loyalty’s champion, James 
G. Blaine.” He nominated James ‘I’. Mitchell 
of Philadelphia. G. T. Rodgers of Jetferson 
nominated Judge Isaac G. Gordon of Jefferson; 
Judge Wilbur Sadler of Cumberland was 
named by 8S. Mac8wope of Adams. Tha 
Allegheny candidate, Mr. C. L. Magee’s man, 
Judge Edwin H. Stowe, waa presented by 
Cc. L, Moriand. W. M. Brown of Lawrence named 
Judge John I. Wickham, and the nominations 
having been seconded, were declared closed and 
the balloting began. Tbe balloting was watehod 
with great interest by the delegates. The Phiia- 
dulphisne fvoted solidly for Mitchell, starting 

| him with 39 votes. Allegheny went. for 
\Gtowe. while the other vandidsies divided 


ia 


the vote into such Jarge sections as to prevent 
anybody’s nomination. On’ the first ballot the 
vote stood: Mitchell, 64; Gordon, 56; Sadler, 
44; Stowe, 28; Wickham, 12. Wickham was 
withdrawn before the second ballot had pro- 
eeeded far. Mitchell gained 22 votes in the 
second ballot at the expense of the remaining 
three candidates, the vote standing: Mitchell, 
86: Gordon, 48; Sadler, 43; Stowe, 26. It was 
necessary to get 103 votes to win, sand the 
Mitchell men worked like beavers’ to 
capture them on the third ballot. 
They came retty near it for the vote 
stood: Mitchell, 94; Sadler, 42, and Gordon, 68, 
Stowe’s friends having gone over almost solidly 
for Gordon. On the fourth ballot Gordon lost to 
Mitchell, and so did Sadler, the friends of Sadler 
in the audience manifesting their displeasure by 
hisses when the first desertion from Sadler 
to Mitchell was announced. When the roll call 
was ended on the fourth ballot Mitchell had 
102 votes, Gordon 5%, and Sadler 37. Berks 
changed Its vote to Mitchell, and the result was 
announced: 
37. Mitchell’s nomination was made unanimous 
in aninstant and without the formality of & 
rolicall Lewis F. Pughe of Lackawanna and 
Thomas Dolan of Philadelphia were chosen 
Electors at Large. 

The Chairman next announced that nomina- 
tions for delegates at large were in order. Sen- 
ator Quay, William R. Leeds, D. H. Hastings, 
N. P. Reed, and Galusha A. Grow were preseat- 


ed without speeches, except in the case of Mr. | 


Grow, and then the Speaker was soon dis- 
couraged by the impatient convention. Mr. C. 
L. Magee, sitting in the front ruw, bis eyes full 
of fight, rose to present the name of Henry 
W. Oliver. Jr., at the request of 14 out of 16 of 
the Allegheny delegates. The Allegheny men 
were indignant. Reed's name had been 
“slated” by Quay wilhout consulting the dele- 
gates from the county for which he was pro- 
sented, and Magee had allowed the fact to be- 
come well known. The Convention decided 
thateach delegate, when his name was called, 
should name four candidates. The roll call be- 
gan. Philadelphia, which had secured its candi- 
dave for Judge through Quay’s assistance, stuck 
to its bargain and adhered generally to the 
“slate” candidates, although Col. Snowden and 
seven others kicked uj quite a breeze by 
dropping Reed for Oliver. Magee’s popularity 
and a feeling of resentment thus early developed 
against the new Senatorial ‘buss’ brouzht 
Oliver, who 18 also popular, votes from almost 
every county. Allegheny did notdo its work 
by half. Magee uot only dropped Keed, 
but he and bis associates also dropped 
Quay, voting for Oliver aud Grow instead. 
It was clear enough that Quay was 
destined to be beaten inthis part of the day’s 
contest. The result whenthe roll call was ftin- 
ished stood: Quay, 180; Hastings, 182; Leeds, 
170; Oliver, 115; Reed, 96; Grow, 67. Senator 
Delamater withdrew Reed’s name, and asked to 
have Oliver’s nomination made unanimous, That 
waa out of order, but the Chairman declared that 
Quay, Hastings, Leeds, and Oliver, having re- 
cvived @ majority each, were chosen the 
delegates at large from the State of 
Pennsylvania to the Chicago Convention. 
A delegate in the front of the ball 
read from a slip the names of W. H. 
Woods of Huntingdon, H. L Shoemaker of 
Bucks, J. K. Ewing of Fayette, and W. L. Jones 
of Lehigh for alternates at large, and they were 
elected by acclamation, without discussion or 
contest. 

The convention had been rapidly going to 
pieces for an bour, and there was little left of it 
when A. Lowden Snowden came forward to read 
the platform. The reading provoked a few 
feeble and seattering plaudits from the delecates 
who stood about with overcoats and hats on. 
The platform was as follows: 


The Republican Party of Pennsylvania, in con- 
vention asseinbled, make the following declaration 
of principles: 

1. We assert the simple proposition that 4 free 
right to vote according tv law and to have the vote 
counted is the foundation of American representa- 
tive government. Representation in Congress and 
in the b.lectoral College is apportioned on the basis 
of population, and # large portion of that population 
in certain sections is noturiously excluded from the 
exercise of the suffrages. A narrow majority of the 
House of Representatives is thus maintained, which 
threatens to enact radical legislation hostile to the 
interests of our country. such government is no 
longer free, but tyrannical. With due consideration 
for the difficulties of the situation we demand of 
Cougress that it enact such jegislation as shalt se- 
cure fair elections fur mewbers of Congress and the 
Electoral Colleges. 

II. We declare that the object of the American 
system of tariff legislation besides aecuring reve- 
nue is the protection of American industry. ‘The 
wonderful prosperity of this country is the best evi- 
dence of the success of this policy, and the must con- 
servative care should be taken in disturbing the 
mauy industrial interests which have grown up un- 
der this system. The principle of all American leg- 
islation 18 to secure the happiness, the elevation, 
the prosperity, and independence of each individual 
American citizen, and this principle is best 
Maintained by a protective tarilf which has 
tor ita object the elevation and fair com- 
pensation of American labor. The. last message of 
President Cleveland is an open assault upon our 
industries, which will, if unresisted, result in a 
policy of free trade, Which in the near future will 
paralyze or destroy those industries, reduce com- 
pensation of labor, and impoverish the Nation. 

III. Inasmuch as we have a large devt unpaid, 
harbors uuimproved, fortifications imdecay, inade- 
quate public buildings for the purposes of the Gov- 
ernment. and a navy incapable of commanding the 
respect due the dignity of a creat nation, the Vemo- 
cratic Administration is responsible tor ailowing 
the accumulation of a large surplus in the United 
States Treasury which should have been appro- 
priated for these purposes. bxceasive revenues can 
and ahould be prevented by the reduction or repeal 
of internal taxes. 

LV. We protest against theattempt of the Demo- 
cratic Party in Cougress to strike down the wool- 

rowing industry by placing its product on the free 
fist &®3 provided inthe Mills bill. Conservative esti- 
mates by leading wool growers and manufacturers 
place the number of persous dependent for their 
support upon wool growing at several millions, the 
number of acres dependent for their value upon it 
at over $100,000,000, and the loss iu wages and in 
the value of land and in its produce, which the with- 
drawal of protection from this one industry would 
entail upou thecountry, at $300,000,000. The only 
persens who would be venetited by this enormous 
loss are foreign producers. 

V. §It is the duty of Congress to pass and of 

the President to approve a wise, just, and com- 
preheusive pension bill giving relief to disabled 
veteran soldiers aud subsistence to the helpless 
widows and orphana of deceased seldiers, without 
regard tu the time when disability was incurred or 
the canse of death. Our great anid prosperous 
country can well atford tu show our grateful appre- 
clauion by making liberal provision for these pur- 
DOIeS, 
, VI. The peoplefof Pennsylvania unqualifiedly con- 
denn the refusal of the Yemocratiic majority of the 
House of Representatives to permit the passage of 
the Direct Tax Refunding bill passed by the Ke- 
publican Senate, by which it was intended to repay 
to the loyal States, without interest, the money paid 
by them at the beginning of the war to aidin sup- 
pressing the rebellion, and to cancel the unpaid 
balance, principal and interest, due from the rebel 
States upon seaid taxes; and we denounce as 
treacheruus and cowardly the surrender of the 
Northern Democrats in Congress to the small 
majority of the ex-Confederatea and their allies and 
the abandonment of the bil), which, if passed, would 
have contributed over $1,800;000 to the relief of the 
taxpayers of Pennsylvania. 

VII. We, as a party, asjrapidly as practicable en- 
acted legislation looking to a pure business adminis. 
tration of government and a system of civil service 
in deference to a strong recoguized public sentiment 
against abuses of the spoils system. A Demecratic 
President was elected largely on the issue vf civil, 
service reform; upou pledges which guaranteed an 
immediate remedy of existing abuses. ‘These pledges 
have been notoriously violated; removals from office 
have been made without causeina more sweeping 
manner than at any other period in our history of 
American politicai parties, and Federal patronage 
has been boldly and constantly used for partisan 
purposes. 

VILLI. We recognize the strength of seutiment in 
this Commonwealth relative to ovils and abuses of 
the sale ef liquor, and we favor all laws looking in 
this respect to the elevation of the woral condition 
of the people. We therefore repeat our pledge to 
submit tLe question of prohibition to @ vote of 
the people. 

IX. We earnestly protest against the passage by 
Congross of the * Dunn Free Ship bill,” which has 
beeu reported to the House by the Democratic ma 

jority of the Committee on Merchant Marine, ur any 
similar measure, as calculated to work an injustice to 
American labor by iwperiling the live:ihood of the 
large number of workers in wood, metals, and other 
materials, who are engaged iu American shipbuild- 
ing industries, aud whoshould have home protection 
as other wage workers. 

X.gWe favor the enactment of a law that will 
allow tho laborer au exemption to the amount of 
$300 from levy and sale upon execution, 80 as to 
secure this privilege absolutely to him and his 
tamfly. 

Xi.-We recommend such a revision of the reve- 
nue laws of the State as will impose upon corpora- 
tions taxation equal in amount to that from which 
they have been exempted by judicial decisions re- 
cently rendered. 

XII. We indorse the high sone integrity, 
lofty aims, executive ability, and faithful enforce- 
ment of the lawa by Gov. Beaver, which have won 
the praise of al! good citizena. 


The convention then adjourned. There has 
been no talk about a candidate for President. It 
13 apparently a matter in which Pennsylvanians 
have no interest. An admiring friend of Blaine 
Went to the expense ef printing a vast number 
of dodgers inviting everybody to vote for Blaine, 
and had them showered upon the heads of the del- 
egatea from the gallery, but did not even 
provoke a mpple of cheers by the performance. 
Some of the delegates who were asked what 
Pennsylvania would do in the convention ex- 
pressed the opjnion that the State delegates 
would, vete for Camerom If they do it 
will fe & merely formal vote. Pennsyl- 
vania will ga to Chicago rather indifferent to 
everybody except Blaine. If he 1s a candidate, 
orif he will accept the nomination from the 
convention, Pennsylvania will be for bim. 
After Biaine the State has not yet discovered 
that it has any choice.

NEW-HAVEN’S BIG HOLIDAY 


CELEBRATING THE FOUNDING 
OF THE OLD CITY. 

ITS TWO HUNDRED AND FIFTIETH AN- 
NIVERSARY COMMEMORATED WITH 
GREAT ENTHUSIASM. 

NEwW-HAVEN, Conn., April 25.—New~ 
Haven celebrated its two hundred and fiftieth 
birthday to-day in a most appropriate manner. 
Just 250 years ago John Davenport and 
& small band of faithful followers lanc 
ed at what is now the corner of Cel- 
lege and George streets, and there under 
&@ wide-spreading elm treo they founled 
New- Haven, known throughout the country as 
the “City of Eims.” Weeks ago the city ap- 
propriated a generous amount of money fur the 
celebration, and appointed a committee to wakes 
preparations worthy of the oceasion. ‘This 
committee has labored zealously, and to-day its 
work culminated in a brilliant success. 

The day was christened * Founders’ Day 
The weather was all that could be desiret— 
bright, cool, and clear. The programms pre 
pared consisted of a grand parade in tue morn- 
ing and commemorative exercises in Centre 
Church on the green iu the afternuven. The city 
was bright with decurationsa. Tue pudbiic buill- 
ings, Stores, and inany private residences were 
tastefully draped, waile aft intervals alonus the 
line of march Were stretched tuscriplieus sig 
hificant of theevent. As early as Y © Cluck the 
principal streets were crowded with tewuspeo- 
ple aud visitors, all in holiday attire, who justied 
One anetber ln a Zood-natured Way ju thor ev 
deavors to see all that was tu be seen and bear 
all that was to be heard. he parad«, the woust 
popular attraction. was acreditabdle tlisplay, aud 
Was Well managed. It was tn four «ivistors, 
‘lue first containea the Militia and Grand Army 
of the Republic, the second the lova!l civic so 
cieties, the third was the schvol division, and 
the fourth consisted of the voteran aid active 
firemen. Gov. Lounsbury and stat!, Mayor 
York and all the town aud city oflictals occ 
pied prominent places ln the procession. 

The parade embodied a fuir idea of tha New- 
Haven of to-day as expressed inthe City Fathers, 
the schoolboys, the Fire Department, the militia, 
aud the various civic socteties, suibraciug repre- 
sentatives of all nations, ‘the chief feature, 
and the one looked forwari to with 
many  anticipations by the people of 
New-Haven, was tho presence of Juhu Ek. Lovell, 
the veteran schovl teucher. Tle was the cum- 
piler ef Lovell’s First, Second, Tihird, and Fourth 
Readers, a standard reader for years iu this 
State, and he was also the Principal of the 
old Lancasterlan School fer Boys. Mr. 
Lovell was 93 yeara old yesterday, and has 
been looking forward to this eveut with treat 
pieasure. He arrived here from his home in 
Waterbury late yesterday afteruoon, and was 
taken to headquarters at the New-Haveu 
House. He received several callers during the 
evening. He aroseearly thia morning cuthiusi- 
astic over the great anniversary that was 
to be celebrated. During the morning he 
Was Visited by many of his old pupils, seme of 
whom he had not seeu since their schooiboy 
days. Many warm handgrasps were exchancel. 
and as master and scholar met title tears trickled 
down the wrinkled faces of both aud 
old memories were revived. Mr. Lovell 
is now very deaf, 80 that was 
ditliculc for bis former pupils to converse 
with him. He fa also partially blind, and it was 
with great difficuity that he reeug:ized friends. 
A few minutes before the procession started 
the old school teacher Was waited upon 
by the Hen. Henry B. Harrison, the tien 
James E. English, and oax-Aluerman Jebn 
Cc. Bradley and escorted to a barouciie 
‘Phe carriage was then driven to its place in ine 
line at the mead of the schvol division. It was 
followed by about 400 men who when beys 
frequented the old Lancasterian school and »n- 
joyed the instructions by the now veteran Sir. 
Lovell. All along the line of march the citizena 
paid honorable recognition tu the kindly old 
gentleman by the waving of handkercuiefs, tic 
dofting of hats, and frequent cheers. He was, 
without doubt, the hero of the day. 

The parade was over at 1 P. M. If passed 
withouta hiteh, and no accident oceurred. At 
12 o'clock Gunner Belden began his «a 
lute of 38 gue from one = of the 
State’s brass 6-pounders, and the Centre 
Church bell was rung. The cannon was 
in front of the old State House. Aaron Belden, 
the guuner, has fired all the city salutes for tue 
past haif ceutury and performed this office 50 
years xgo when the two hundredth anniversary 
of the town was celebrated. 

The Commemorative exercises 
Church attracted a large crowd this afteruocn. 
Upon the platform were Presideat Dwight of 
Yale University, the Rev. Drs. Beardsley, Reid, 
Phelps, and Simytn, and the Rev. John Daven- 
port, a descendent of the fuunder of New- 
Haven. Gov. Lvuunsbury and stat! wers 
also present. The following was the order of 
exercises: Voluntary on the organ, prayer by 
President Dwight, an oration by Henry T. Biake, 
singing by the choir of the hymn ‘ Atnerica,” 
and the benediction by the Rey. Mr. Reed. 

At to’clock the Lancasterian pupils gave a 
banquet in honor of Jobn FE. Lovell. Ex-Gov. 
Henry 8. Harrison presided, and many proim- 
inent citizens, all former pupils of Mr Lovell, 
made sort but appropriate addresses. At the 
close of the banquet the Hon, Henry B. Har- . 
rison, in behalf of the ‘‘ Lancausternlan Boya,” 
aa they are styled, presented a purse containing 
$300 to Mr. Lovell. The old gentieman was com- 
pletely overcome, aud tears were tbe only av- 
knowledgment be could make of the kinuuesses 
that he had received. 

The Chamber of Commerce had abanqnet at 
Loomis Temple of Music in the evening. The 
committee in charge of to-day’s celebration 
have erected a tablet on the building which now 
Stands at George and Coilexze strests. ‘uis 
tablet is of granite, measuies about 4 
feot by 215, and bears the  txliow- 
ing inscriptiou: ‘*The founders of this 
town, landing near this epot, assembied 
for the worship of God on the tirst sunday, 
April 25, 1638.” Thersisa a movement on fvo% 
in the Admiral Foote Post, G A. R., io avail 
themselves of this suitable time to erect some 
substagtial mark of honor to Adiniral Poore.

MET DEATH IN THE TRENCH. 

There was an appalling accident on the 
work of building ths Warburtoo-avenue sewer 
in Yonkers yesterday afternoon, which cansed 
the death of four of the laborers and serivus in- 
jury of two others. Six men were at work at

The announcement that Chili and the 
Argentine Republic have concluded a treaty 
for international railways shows enter- 
prise and good sense in these two countries, 
which are among the most progressive of 
South American republics. Perhaps it is 
well that they are kept apart by tho 
high barrier of the Andes and that they 
face and border 
upon different oceans, since side by side 


in opposite directions 
they would be rivals and might go to war 
for the mastery, as Chili did with Peru. In- 
deed, only a few years since, in spite of 
these difficulties of getting at each other 
either by land orsea, their relations were 
strained and hostilities threatened. Of late 
years practicable passes have been discov- 
ered in the Andes between the two coun- 
tries, and now two railroad lines are being 
built which will really betranscontinental, 
making connections between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific. American skill, enterprise, 
and capital have figured largely in Chili’s 
railroads hitherto, and doubtless will do so 
in the contracts for the*new roads, The 
Chilian Government owns and manages a 
great many miles of road, and to private 
companies which build and run railroads in 
some cases it furnishes subsidies. 
REPUBLICAN PLATFORMS. 
The Republicans of Pennsylvania, in the 





platform adopted at Harrisburg yesterday, 
followed closely the lines laid down at Day- 
ton last week, and in some of the resolu- 
tions used the same language employed by 
the Ohio Republicans, ‘They were more 
moderate and temperate in referring to the 
alleged suppression of votes in the South, 
their presiding officer having warned them 
against reviving sectional issues, but they 
demanded such legislation by Congress ‘‘as 
shall secure fair elections for members of 
Congress and the Electoral College.” The 
Massachusetts Convention at Boston came 
more nearty upto that of Ohio in denouncing 
the ‘‘ crime against the ballot in the South,” 
but, instead of demanding legislation, 
“insisted” vaguely that ‘‘the Government 
shell maintain in all national elections the 
fullest rights and privileges of all its citizens 
in every State.” What this means is left to 
conjecture, but there is no practical way of 
maintaining rights and privileges in na- 
tional elections except by taking control of 
those elections under some form of law. It 
may be assumed therefore that the Repub- 
licans of Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Massa- 
chusetts are in favor of something like the 
Chandler Election bill, and so far as they 
point the way to the issues of the coming 
campaign this is to be one of them. 

The Harrisburg Convention, like that at 
Dayton, makes no admission of any need of 
tariff revision. It denounces the Presi- 
dent’s message in almost the same lan- 


guage, and suggests that the surplus can’ 


be got rid of by spending it on harbors, 
public buildings, fortifications, naval ves- 
sels, and pensions. Then the revenue should 
be reduced, if at all, by the ‘repeal of 
internal taxes.” The position of the 
Pennsylvania Republicans on the tariff 
question is, therefore, the maintenance 
of the present duties regardless of 
inequalities and abuses, the squandering of 
the surplus in large expenditures, and when 
that resource is exhausted the removal of 
taxes on whisky and tobacco, but by no 
means the reduction of those on clothing or 
its materials. The Republicans of Massa- 
chusetts are more cautious. They “favora 
proper revision of the tariff,” but ‘‘ oppose 
such a revision as has for its primary object 
the abandonment of the protective princi- 
ple.” As they oppose the propositions of 
the President’s message and the Mills bill, it 
is to be presumed that they regard the 
primary object of these as the abandon- 
ment of the protective principle. They 
do not, however, attempt any definition 
of what a “proper revision” would be. 
They merely say that the “reduction of 
revenue to the current needs of the Govern- 
ment the Republican Party will continue 
when in power.” This is canivalent to say- 


not be made unless the Republicans are re- 
stored to power. Perhaps the people may 
think there is a quicker and easier way. 
But it will be difficult to reconcile the Mas- 
sachusetts position that tariff revision is 
needed but must not be made by Demo- 
crats with that of Ohio and Pennsylvania 
that it is not needed and must not be made 
at all. 

The Pennsylvania Republicans follow 
those of Ohio in the foolish denunciation 
of opposition to the bill for refunding the 
direct tax, ‘‘ which, if passed, would have 
contributed over $1,500,000 to the relief of 
the taxpayers” ofthe State. Those of Massa- 
chusetts had the self-respect to keep silent 
on that great issue, but they have a griev- 
ance near to their hearts in the fisheries 
treaty, to which their fellow-partisans in 
Pennsylvania never gave athought. In fact, 
the Massachusetts Republicans have some- 
how a remarkable solicitude about the 
feebleness of the foreign policy of the Ad- 
ministration,and show an amountof concern 
that it is difficult to account for or even 
to understand. The sending of seeds from 
Canada by mail rises to the dignity of a 
place in their intolerably long platform. 
The Ohio Republicans forgot there was 
such.a question as civil service reform. 
Those of Pennsyivania remembered it only 
to claim for the party the credit of estab- 
lishing the existing system, which by no 
means belongs to them, and to charge the 
President with being false to his pledges. 
Those of Massachusetts go a step further by 
calling upon the people ‘‘to restore the 
work of destroying the spoils system to the 
only organization which has shown a de- 
sire to accomplish it.” This is rather amus- 
ing than otherwise, and it is clear that the 
Republicans have no intention of making 
an issue of civil service reform this year. 

The Republicans of Massachusetts come 
out strong on one question in their plat- 
form, and that is the liquor question. They 
are apt to be strong on this question—in 
their platforms. The Pennsylvania Repub- 
licans are for elevating the ‘‘moral condi- 
tionof the people,” and so repeat the pledge 
to submit the question of prohibition to a 
popular vote. In Massachusetts they go 
further and favor ‘ pronounced and pro- 
gressive temperance legislation.” Having 
repeatedly promised to submit a prohibition 
amendment to the people and failed 
to do s0, they now call on the 
National Convention to recognize the 
saloon as the ‘‘enemy of humanity,” 
and to demand for the people the privilege 
of deciding its fate at the ballot box, a 
privilege they have always had and may 
exercise atany time. They want the Na- 
tional Convention to insist on crippling the 
saloon “‘ by every restraint and disability 
which local public sentiment will sanction.” 
It is pertinent to ask why the Republicans 
of Massachusetts do not do this in their 
own State and what help they expect from 
the National Convention in the crippling 
process. The only clear issues thus far 
evolved by the State Conventions of the 
Republican Party seem to be the sacredness 
of the present tariff and the ‘ cussedness” 
of elections in the South, 


FATAL DEMAGOGY, 

One very obvions feature of the con- 
duct of the leading Republicans in Congress 
that shows more plainly than anything else 
the degree to which the party has lost the 
strength it once had is the petty and insin- 
cere manner in which they treat and dis- 
cuss the questions of finance that arise 
from time to time. The most recent, though 
not the worst, sign of this wasto be found 
in the speech of Mr. Burrows of Michigan 
on Tuesday. This gentleman would not, in 
the »spalmy days of Republicanism, have 
been looked upon as a leader, nor is he ex- 
actly one now, since he never advances, 
but he holds a pretty high place in the Re- 
publican ranks in their present hopelessly 
stationary position. At a time when Ros- 
COE CONKLING and HENRY WINTER Davis 
were in the House, or even at the later 
period when JAMES A. GARFIELD was a 
leader, and Mr. BLAINE occasionally came 
down from the chair to lend the force of. 
his dash and audacity to an attack upon 
the other side, Mr. BuRRowS would not have 
attracted any special attention, save as 
abrisk and rather noisy scout on the flanks 
ofthe party. But to-day there is no one in 
the House save Mr. REED, in his rare mo- 
ments of activity, who is much more 
listened to or applauded. Mr. Burrows’s 
speech on Tuesday was a more ambitious 
and more sober effort than he usually 
makes, and he paid fair attention to the 
financial aspect of the question of taxa- 
tion. But two things were to be noticed in 
his treatment of it. One was that he 
studiously misrepresented the amount of 
surplus revenue by ignoring the ac- 
cumulation that must take place before 
any reduction in taxation can take place, 
and the other was that he treated the ques- 
tion of spending accumulated revenue in a 
rhetorical, sentimental, and essentially 
misleading fashion, entirely ignoring the 
first characteristic of taxation, viz., that it 
is always and necessarily a burden which 
may be made heavier by misadjustment, 
but can never be lifted. The spirit of this 
treatment of such questions is demagocgic, 
that isto say, it is not the candid and ra- 
tional spirit of a Representative discussing 
the facts affecting the interests of the 
people whose agent he is, but on the one 
hand it isthe cunning that suppresses un- 
popular truth, and on the other is an appeal 
to the prejudice and fancy where judgment 
and practical sense should decide. 

Mr. BuRROWS made a wholly misleading 
allusion, for example, to the Blair Educa- 
tional bill. He did not name it, for he 
knew that even the soberer Republican 
organs throughout the Union had utterly 
condemned the measure. But when he 
charged the Administration with wishing 
to provide only enough revenue to keep the 
soul and body of the national life together 
and with being willing to let the dark cloud 
of ignorance rest like a pall upon a great 
section of the country he knew and every 
one knew what he meant. This, we say, is 
demagogy pure and simple. If any politi- 

cian believes it to be a good thing to spend 
money from the Federal Treasury to 
make up the deficient appropriations 
fox pablio schools in the various States 


him say so. Let him state how 
much he thinks ought to be so spent, how 


it ought to be raised, and in what way .and {| 


under what conditions it ought to be ex- 
pended. Then the people, who are to pay 
the taxes for this purpose, will know where 
they stand, how much and what kind of 
sacrifices they must make to carry it out, 
and can judge for themselves, as they have 
the right to do, and ought to be able to do, 
whether, on the whole, it would be a good 
thing. But to ignore the fact that the 
money can be raised only by some one’s 
self-denial, voluntary or forced, to treat 
taxation as if it were in itself a fruitful and 
profitable thing for the taxpayers, to ob- 
scure the purpose for which the taxes are 
to be used under a cloud of cheap metaphor, 
and to accuse those who insist that the peo- 
ple shail know what they are giving their 
money for, of wishing to keep the land un- 
der a pall of ignorance is the art of a dema- 
gogue, and of no very skillful one at that. 
It is not worthy of any man set to take part 
in the management of the public affairs of 
the people. It is cowardly and deceiving 
in purpose, and though it may come from 
a muddled mind that is not conscious of its 
own condition, it is perilously like dishon- 
esty. 

This conduct on the part of the leading 
men in a party that produced a CHASE— 
who had the manliness asa Judge to con- 
demn as unconstitutional what he had once 
as a Cabinet officer thought right—a Frs- 
SENDEN, a@ GRIMES, and the group of states- 
men who made the party a power for wise 
and courageous and honest control of the 
affairs of the Nation, is not an encouraging 
sign. When the Republican Party was great 
its leaders made votes for their principles 
and policy; in these days its leaders are 
giving their efforts to making principles 
and policy, not for the great body of voters, 
but for a certain small portion who, they 
imagine, can determine the result of elec- 
tions, They have not the courage of their 
convictions, for the very sufficient reason 
that they have not convictions of the kind 
that give courage. They have fallen intoa 
hopeless confusion as to ends and means, and 
the party ascendency that statesmen seek 
in order to carry out their ideas of what is 
best for the country has come to be to these 
leaders a sufficient end in itself. Whena 
party reaches this point decay has set in. 
Office seeking, which may bein proper con- 
ditions a healthy and necessary function, 
absorbs all the energy and vitality of the 
party organism; it becomes the source of 
chronic and morbid congestion, from which 
the poison of false and selfish demagogy 
spreads through the system until dissolu- 
tion follows. It isof that blood poisoning 
that the Republican Party is slowly dying. 
There are nowhere in its councils men of 
wisdom and strength to see and check the 
evil. Ifthe Democratic Party were not suf- 
fering from the same cause to so great a de- 
gree the end would come rapidly, but we 
can see nothing that will now prevent the 
final consummation. 

**PETER” AND POLITICS. 

Mgr. BouLAND, who has just withdrawn 
from the Church of Rome and joined the 
ministry of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
is by no means another Dr. McGiynn. If 
Dr. MCGLYNN, when he found that obe- 
dience to his ecclesiastical superiors restrict- 
ed his liberty of speech and action as an 
American citizen had frankly withdrawn 
from the priesthood he would have 
deserved nothing but respect for his 
courage and his self-sacrifice. What 
has left him without support among 
reasonable people is the fact that he tried 
to retain his office while refusing to con- 
form to its obligations. The Roman Church 
could not do otherwise than subject him to 
a discipline to the extent of degradation if 
his contumacy rendered it necessary, as it 
undoubtedly did. 

Dr. MCGLYNN was so clearly wrong in 
taking up the attitude of a mutineer, in- 
stead of retiring like a sensible and honora- 
ble man from a profession the ties of which 


had become irksome to him, that few people- 


thought it worth while to inquire whether 
his rights as an American citizen had really 
been denied. That his natural rights had 
been in some measure abridged there is no 
question, but that is true of the ministry of 
every church, in common with most secular 
occupations. Any church has a perfect 
right, tor example, to ordain that its 
ministers shall not make public speeches 
on political questions. If they are not 
willing to submit to this restriction they 
can leave the ministry. This was not ex- 
actly Dr. MCGLYNN’s case, for he was dis- 
ciplined not for making political speeches, 
but for inculcating doctrines contrary to the 
principles of the Roman Catholic and every 
other church, and denounced not merely 
by the councils of the Vatican, but by all 
moralists, and prohibited by the eighth 
commandment. A church that would per- 
mit one of its ministers to go about rec- 
ommending the confiscation of any form of 
property would deservedly fall into public 
contempt. 

Naturally Dr. McGLyYNnwn tried to repre- 
sent his case as one of oppression, but it 
was obviously nothing of the kind. There 
was nothing in it to show that he might not 
have exercised all the rights of an American 
citizen while continuing to be a Roman 
Catholic priest. But now comes Mgr. Bovu- 
LAND and resigns his priestly office upon 
the ground that ‘‘the Roman hierarchy 
constitutes in the United States a danger 
ever on the increase.” Ultramontanism, he 
says, ‘‘claims absolute authority not only 
in matters religious, but also in matters 
scientific, philosophic, social, and political.” 
He adds that ‘‘such pretensions history 
proves to be destructive of religion and 
public liberty.” It is at least evident that 
if they are acquiesced in by any consider- 
able body of American citizens they consti- 
tute a danger to the country, and that no- 
body who acquiesces in them can be 
a good American citizen. The question is 
one of fact whether the Roman Catholic 
Church in this country does make such 
pretensions. Mgr. BOULAND, who is a com- 
petent and disinterested witness, declares 
that it does. Nor is there wanting other 
evidence in the same direction. A priest in 
this city some time since told his congrega- 
tion that whoever said he would take his 
religion from PxTER. but not hia nolitica, 


‘was not a good Catholic. He, subsequently 
explained that he meant that a» man who 


““vGuld impute to the Pope a, disposition to 


dictate upon secular, qnéstions was 
not a good Catholic.’ That is to 
say, it is the businels of a good 
Catholic to accept the assurance 
of ‘‘ PETER” that he does not lay down the 
law outside of his own proper province, A 
good Catholic must not only accept the de- 
cision of “PETER” as final and absolute 
upon questions of faith and morals, but he 
must also accept his decision as to what 
are matters of faithand morals. This really 
amounts, as Mgr. BOULAND declares, to a 
claim of absolute authority in matters scien- 
tific, philosophic, social, and political, as well 
as religious. If it be admitted, then ‘‘ PETER” 
may at any time direct the faithful to dis- 
regard the laws of the land and compel 
them to choose between being bad citizens 
and bad Catholics. Until he actually does 
this there will not be any occasion for such 
a conflict as has been fought in Italy be- 
tween the pretensions of the Church and 
the prerogatives of the State. Butif there 
be any considerable number of American 
Catholics, priests or laymen, who would 
in such a@ case “take their politics from 
PETER” it is true, as Mgr. BOULAND says, 
that “the Roman hierarchy constitutes in 
the United States a danger ever on the in- 
crease,” 


NAVAL RESERVE. 

The argument of Secretary WHITNEY for 
establishing an auxiliary naval force as a 
measure of real economy as well as of more 
adequate preparation for defense is worthy 
of consideration. What the Secretary 
meansis that the Government, instead of 
maintaining in constant pay, allowances, 
rations, and clothing the additional body 
of men proposed, can get all the training 
and preparation of them which it really 
needs now for a possible service hereafter 
at a very small expense under the reserve 
system. The organization, in fact, would 
be a sort of naval militia, coming together 
for drill in tactics, and especially in heavy- 
gun practice during a few weeks of each 
year, and being paid for thattime. Sup- 
plementing this might perhaps be the en- 
rolling of all desirable fast merchant steam 
vessels, capable of carrying two or more 
six-inch breech-loading.guns, with memo- 
randa of the alterations that would be re- 
guired, so that they could be chartered and 
fitted up at once on the outbreak of war. 

The system thus proposed is not a matter 
of experiment, since it has been put in oper- 
ation by European nations. The British 
naval reserve is, or lately was, divided into 
three classes, the first of which requires 
proof of five years’ recent sea service on the 
part of the candidate; the second class, 
three years; while the third includes boys 
from the apprentice ships of the merchant 
service. The first class receives a sum of 
about $45 a year each, and the second less 
than one-third this amount. In addition 
both classes have uniform and pay during 
the four weeks of their annual drill, to- 
gether with their traveling expenses. Be- 
sides these there are large bodies of coast 
guards and marine artillery battalions, so 
that the entire force is saia to aggregate 
about 18,000 men. Of course a body of 
that size is not proposed for this country, 
just as the officers and men in our regular 
naval service are far fewer than in the 
British. The main point just nowis thata 
very large and useful organization of the 
kind sought in this country has been al- 
ready established for years in England, 
whose experience can accordingly be safely 
utilized here. 

Perhaps the main difficulty will be in 
settling upon the character of the measure 
to be adopted; for already there are sev- 
eral different projects relating both to the 
reserve of men and to the reserve of mer- 
cantile vessels. Some objection has been 
made as to the latter on the ground that it 
is mixed up with another matter about 
which there is much difference, namely, 
the payment of subsidies for shipbuilding. 
It is argued that if merchant vessels are 
builtin a particular way, or altered in a 
particular way, for the sole purpose of 
meeting prospective Government needs as 
cruisers, it is only fair that the extra ex- 
pense should fall upon the Government. 
Still, should it be deemed inexpedient by 
Congress to arrange for such a system of 
construction and alteration beforehand, it 
will at least be possible to simply inspect 
all available vessels and enroll them, with 
minute memoranda of the changes needed 
in them for the reception of the battery, 
meanwhile collecting the materials and 
plans of labor on them for instant use if 
ever chartered. But whatever may be 
done with regard to merchant vessels, the 
formation of a naval reserve of officers and 
men stands on a footing of its own, and 
should receive the careful attention which 
the Secretary asks for it.

CuicaGco, April 25.—Walker Blaine, son 
of the traveling statesman, said to-day that he 
had just received a letter from his mother, dated 
Rome, April 12, which put an end to the reports 
about his father being out of health. 
“She says that my father at the time of 


writing was in the very best of health,” said 
Walker. ‘He was going out every day and was 
enjoying his visit to that city in the highest de- 
gree. Invitations of a social character were 
pouring in on him in great numbers, and he was 
accepting as many of them as his time would 
permit. There was not the slightest symptom 
of any ailment about him. Indeed, on the 
contrary, he had not felt so strong and vigorous 
for many years. My father intended to 
remain a few weeks only in Rome and then re- 
turn to Florence. No doubt heis back in Fior- 
ence by this time. He has found that city a 
most delightful place in which to spend the 
Winter. [have not the remotest idea how the 
story of my father’s illness originated. You 
know there have been intimations that his 
health was broken down ever since 
he went to Enrope. My father bad 
this European trip in contemplation for some 
time before he started, and chose the time for 
taking it when it best suited his private con- 
venience. He waa not advised by his family 
physician that it was a necessity in view of fail- 
ing health or anything of the sort. Of course he 
needed rest, aud thought that the sea voyage 
and European travel would do him good.” 

Walker Blaine says, too, that though he has 
heard frequently from his father, no intimation 
has been given that he was suffering from dia- 
betes or any other organic disease.

MR. LOUIS JAMES. 

The performance of “‘Much Ado About 
Nothing” given by Mr. Louis James and his as- 
sociates at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre last even- 
ing served to show that neither the star nor 
his supporters are well fitted to Shakespearean 
comedy. Their acting was -deficient in ease, 
elegance, and variety. The Benédiok of Mr. 
James ought to be a better impersonation than 
itis. He looks well, and many of his tricks of 
voice and gesture do not seem ont of place. 
But his conception of the bluff cynio who 


falls a victim to love is ili defined; 
its execution is at times grotesque, 
at others seemingly purposeless and vague. 
The character is one that this actor might well 
make the subject of serious study.. In his 
younger days he promised to excel in just such 
parts. But bho has lately been practicing in a 
diiferent line, and he seems to bring to the in- 
terpretation of Benedick’s wit and superficial 
cynicism and inherent truth and affection a va- 
riety of symbols that properly belong to the 
expression of other passions and mvods and 
qualities of mind. The Beatrice of Miss Wain- 
wright ia not open to the same objections, because 
Miss Wainwright tangy has no such fund of 
resource to draw upon as herassociatehas. Her 
powers of expression are limited, and she does 
not suggest in her effort to portray the caprice 
and witchery of Beatrice that she ever could 
thoroughly realize the character. Her banter- 
ing is childlike, while her moments of passion 
are marked by fussiness rather than feeling. 
Miss Wainwright is pretty and xraceful and in- 
dustrious. But the stage has yielded few women 
who could act Beatrice perfeotly. Among the 
ether actors Mr. Harry Langdon deserves a 
word of credit for his sel{-repression in the part 
of Dogberry. 


“OTELLO” AT THE ACADEMY. 

The audience which assembled to hear 
Verdi's latest opera at the Academy of Music 
last evening was much larger than that of Mon- 
day night, which may be accepted as an evi- 
dence that interest in the work is not on the de- 
crease. Ali the singers were in good voice, and 
the performance was carried on with abundant 
spirit. Signor Campanini’s voice has improved 
with the exercise of singing in opera again’ and 
last night he wasin unusually good form. He 
acted the title réle with intense earnestness and 


with fine outbursts of passion. He was recalled 
frequently and heartily, and ali through the 
evening the salient features of his work were en- 
thuatastically applauded. Signor Galassi’s Lasgo 
ranks second to his manager’s Otello only in 
tipish. It is earnest and intelligent, and the 
baritone’s familiar voice ie nore than adequate 
for the demands of the part. Signora Tetraz- 
zini has grown in public favor since her first ap- 
pearance, and her agreeable voice and pleasing 
method are warmly welcomed at each perforin- 
ance. Mme. Scalchi has little enougb to do as 
Emilia, but her presence adds to the importance 
of the part and to the general strength of the 
cast.

A BIG DRY GOODS FAILURE. 


METCALF BROTHERS & CO. OF DETROIT 
MAKE AN ASSIGNMENT, 

Detroit, Mich., April 25.—The business 
troubles of the large dry goods house of Metcalf 
Brothers & Co. have resulted, as many feared 
would be the case, in their making an assign- 
ment. This, itis understood, was decided upon 
ata meeting of the Directors last night, and 
Henry T. Thurber, the firm’s attorney and a 
stockholder, was selected as the Assignee. The 
store is closed to-day. Representatives of a 
number of Eastern creditors came to Detroit as 
soon asit was known that the firm had been 
forced to execute a chattel mortgage of 


75,000. They wero of unanimous opinion 
that the best course for the firm was to 
make an assignment. This seemed to be the 
only way of getting at the exact standing of the 
company. Further, it was admitted tnat the 
execution of the chattel mortgage had !mpaired 
the credit of the firm, and it would ve dilticult to 
keep up the stock in a way necessary to a pay- 
ing business. Of the Eastern creditora repre- 
sented here already the firm is indebted to H. 
B. Claflin & Co. of New-York about $30.000, and 
to Tefft, Weller & Co., also of New-York, about 
$25,000. Several other New-York firws have 
agents here looking after their interests. 

Mr. Thurber, the Assignee, expressed deep re- 
gret this afternoon at the failure. He had not 
looked into the affairs of the tirm yet, he said, 
but was of opinion that the indebteiness would 
not fall short of $300,000. The stock at the time 
the chattel mortgage waa given tast week was 
eatimated at $250,000 to $275,000. 

Mr. Ira Meteaif, the senior member of the 
firm, said: “ Well, I think a man who has been 
in business 20 years, and has always paid his 
debts, and generally discounted ali his bills, 
should have a little consideration shown him. 
Our present trouble is due to a depression in 
business and losses in the earpet department, 
in which we had $10,000 invested. Collections 
have been very slow, and we have incurred 
some losses in the failure of concerns in the 
interior of the State to whom we had sold goods 
at wholesale. We shali probably get most of 
these amounts, butit wiiltake sometime. Tho 
stock at present is probably worth about 
$350,000. There has probably been some 
change for the worse in the company’s affairs 
—s" annual report was flied, but not very 
much,’

The Senate Committee on Inter-State Com- 
merce, which has for several weeks been con-

It has reached a conclusion on the supv- 
ject of under-billing and will report an amenid- 
ment to the law providing in substance that 
any agent or employe of a railroad who «hall 
knowinely assist any shipper in obtaining trans- 
portation for property at less than the regular 
rates by means of false billing, false ¢lassiti- 
cation, false weighing, or false report of 
weight, or by any other device or means, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and for 
eacn offense shall be subject to a tine of not ex- 
ceeding $5,000 or imprisonment for not exceed- 
ing two years, or both. in the discre@ion of the 
court. It also provides that any per- 
son delivering property for transportation 
to a raliroad who shall ktowlugly 
or willfully, by false billing, false elassitication, 
false weighing, or false reports of weight, or by 
any other device or means. whether with or 
without the consent or connivance of tne car- 
rier, obtain transportation for property at 
less than regular rates, shall be desamed 
guilty of fraud, which the amendment declares 
to be a misdemeanor, and for each offense shall 
be subject to a fine of not more than $5,000, or 
imprisonment not exceeding two years, or both, 
in the discretion of the court. 


AN AGED ACTKESS DEAD. 


THE STAGE CAREER OF AN OLD BOWERY 
FAVORITE. 

RocuHEstTeER, N. Y., April 25.—There died 
during the early morning hours, at her home in 
this city, of old age,a@ woman who some years 
ago was known the length and breadth of this 
country as an actress of the first rank. Mrs. W. 
G. Noah was bern in New-York City eighty years 
ago. Her maiden name was Mary Ann Meek. 
Her father was a sea Captain. The family 
had no theatrical traditions, and no mem- 
ber of it had over shown any talent for 
the stage. Her first theatricai experience 


was a visit, when she was 15 years old, 
to the old Bowery Theatre, afterward 
the scene of some of her greatest triumphs. and 
her first appearance oa the stage Was made lu & 
darn at Pittsburg, Penn., in 1826, sbe taking 
the part of bophia in a musical farce called 
“No song, No Supper.” Herimanayer was N. 
M. Ludiow, and she wasa “soubrette,” or, ag 
they were called in those days, @ “singing 
chambermaid.” I[t was not until 1832 that she 
took the “lead,” making her first appearance 
as leading lady with Thomas Cuoper at the Arch- 
Street Theatre in Philadeipiia 

Meantime,in 1829, she had become the wife of 
Frank McClurg, a pephew of Bishop Ouderdonk 
of Pennsylvania. It was during her marrted hie 
as Mra. McClure, which lasted until ls4u, that 
Mrs, Noab’s theatrical reputation wastnade, sbe 
acted in ail the principal cities of the country, 
taking leading parts only, and appearing wita 
allthe famous actors of those days, Including 
Junius Brutus beoth, Thomas Hamblin, Fdwin 
Forrest, and Charlotte Cushman. In 1837 she 
tirst appeared at the old Bowery Theatre under 
the management of Hamblin, and there first 
acted with Forrest, with whose artistic success 
her own fame is associated. Sheis ;yrobably the 
only person who ever acted with him whodid 
not bow down to his imperious will Their 
quarrels were constant, but their mutual re 
spect for each otber as artists was very great. 

In 1841 Mr. MceCiure died and shortly after 
ward his widow married W.G. Noah, a rel:five 
of Major Noah, proprietor of Noah’s “." ay 
Times and Messenger. Mr. Noah was at the me 
& wealthy manufacturer, and Mrs. Noao intended 
after her marriage to retire perwanentiy from 
the stage. Buttue panic of 1842 swept away 
wost of her husband’s wealth and the wife re- 
turned to her profession, acting under Mr. 
Deane’s management, until 1845,when, her hus- 
band, having retrieved his fortune, she returned 
to private life for some nine yeara. Owing te 
furtber business trvubles Mra. Noah avaig 
returned to the stage in 1854. playing 
the part of Juliain “The Hunchback.” After 
traveling a year sbe again forsook the boards, 
and since the Spring of 1855 she bad resided in 
this city with her family. Since then ahe had 
appeared on the stage only at intervals and for 
briet engagements, playing alwaysin Rochester, 

Mrs. Noah retained‘ai) her faculties, suffering 
none of the ordinary inconveniences of old age 
until about a year ago, since which she had con- 
stantly failed, dying siowiy of vid age. She wag 
in a comatose state for neariy four days befor 
her death. She leaves three daughters, two o 
whom, Mra. Shirley H. France—* Rachel Noah” 
—anda Mrs. John Kerser, are actresses.

THEIR SUPPURT MADE A PAR- 
TISAN QUESTION. 

THE ASSEMBLY REFUSES TO APPROPRI- 
ATE $1,000,000—A wARRIAGE 
CENSE BILL PASSES THE SENATE. 

ALBANY, April 25.—“ As a Kepublican, 
honest la my political convictions, and jealous 
for the record of my party,” is the way Mr. 
Ainsworth of Oswego described himself to-day 
in opposing an appropriation of $1,000,000 for 
the improvement of the canals or the State. 
Fifty-six other narrow-minded Republicans fol- 
lowed the gentleman from Oswego, and their 
votes wore sufficient to defeat the bill. Now and 
then there are gleams of sagacity and iutelii- 
cence about Mr. Ainsworth, but they are gen- 
erally obscured by his dense and unreasoning 
partisanship. The exhibition to-day was not 
unexpected, nor did it excite surprise or even 
comment. Nobody looked fur statesmanship or 
broad views in that direction; nubody would 
have foun’ it. 

Tx pleasiug relief was the attitudeof Gen, 
Husted and of Mr. Morgan of New-York. “This 
is in no sense a political question,” said Gen. 
Tinsted; “it is a purely economic one. In 
1877, as Chairman of the Ways anil Means Com- 
mittec, I differed from my party upon the ques- 
tion of making the canals free.

The Assembly is apparently disposed to be 
suspicious of any measnre fatbered by Mr. 
Haggerty of Kings, Last night it killed a bill of 
his ecnaoling Rowland F. Hiil to go before toe 
Board of Claims and secure more money for 
iand taken for the Niagara reservation, for 
which he has been once paid. To-day a rauroad 
bill of his, the purpose of which was to allow 
the Union Elevated Railway Company of Brook- 
lyn to acquire @ portion of Fifth-aveuue in 
that city by oue condemnation proceeding in- 
stead of a separate one foreach piece of prop- 
erty wasup. Opposition to tne bill was prompt- 
ly manifested, and though Mr. Haggerty was 
indigcreet enough to admit that bis course is 
sometimes open to pretty serious objection by 
protesting that 16 was not the Metropolitan 
Transit bill, the Assembly would have pune of 
it, and killed the measure. 

The Senate Railroads Committee listened pa- 
tiently to Col. George Bliss this afternoon while 
he briefly portrayed the beaulies of the scheme 
of the Metropoliian Transit Company to grab 
Broadway for an elevated railroad. George De 
Witt, Franklin Bartlett, and ex-Senator Tnomas 
pointed out the absurdity of the scheme, and 
gave figures and the names of property owners 
proviog how general is the public opposition to 
it. The scheme has been so generally denounced 
that nobody bere believes that it will pass the 
Legislature, 

Mr. John I. Platt’s successful effort to protect 
bis friends, the Dutchess County vote-buyers, 
by turning the Faasett bribery bill upside down, 
is not relished by the respectable people of 
Poughkeepsie. It is hardly kind to charge the 
respectable people of that district with being 
Crank Platt’s constituents, as they apparently 
feel the disgrace of their position. Ata meeting 
a day or two ago of the Executive Committee of 
the Political Reform Assuciatiun of Poughkeep- 
aie, popularly Known as the Anti-Bribery So- 
ciety, these resolutions were adopted: 

Reso'ved, That it is the sense of the committes 
that the Fassett bill to punish bribery at elections 
in its original form is in the interest of purity of 
elections ana has the committee's hearty support. 

Resoived, That itis the experience of the associa. 
tion that the only way to get evi:ience of bribery at 
elections is to use the bribed person as a witness 
againat the briber. 

Resolved, That it is the experience of the associa- 
tion that the deterring of so-called reputable p-r- 
sons from buyinx votes ia the only way to prevent 
bribery. 

Resolved, That in its present form as amended in 
the Assembly tho Fassett bill is a delusiun and a 
snare, and can serve no hunest purpose to prevent 
bribery at the polls, but actually invites and en- 
courages bribery. 

Resolved, ‘Vhat the committees earnestly recom- 
menids the restoration of the bill tu 1ts original 
form and its prompt passage, 

The resolutions are signed by Henry Pelton, 
Edward Ellsworth, Benson Vanvieet, W. Cc. Al- 
bro, Henry Barilett, Benjamin M. Fowler, 
Frank Hasbronck, and Dr. W. 8. Stevenson. 
Mesars. Peltoo, Ellsworth, Hasbrouck, and 
Stevenson are Democrats, Measrs. Vanuvieet, 
Bartlett, and Fowler Republicans, and Mr. Al- 
bro a Proaibitionist. Mr. Ellsworth is Mayor 
and Mr. Hasbrouck Recorder of the city of 
Poughkeepsie. This is the association of which 
Crank Platt nas been a wember fur some years, 
though, as the Executive Committee re- 
cently declared, he has never. givea 
it any practical assistance. He, however, 
sought to convey to the Assembly, when en- 
gaged in ruining the Fassett bill, the Impression 
that he represented the views of the associa- 
tion. As the association is evidently fawillar 
with the methods of the Poughkeepsie editor, 
the declaration in the resolutions given abova 
that the bill in its present shape ‘“‘can serve no 
honest purpose to prevent bribery at the polis” 
is delicious sarcasm. Evenif the Fassett Anti- 
Bribery bill fails to reach the Governor 
in the shape in which Crang Platt’s malevolence 
bas left it, or in any other shape, he may not 
entirely escape action upon this important sub- 
ect. Judge Robertson and Senator Fassett 

ave prepared ap amendment to Section 71 of 
the Penal Code, relating to the bribery of a 
judioial officer. It declares that that section 
“Shall be construed to include bribery com- 
mitted or attempred at any general, special, char- 
ter, or town election.””

RECEPIIVE FEDERALISTS. 


ELLIOTT F. SHEPARD NOMINATES MR, 
DEPEW FOR THE PRESIDENCY. 

In their new clubrooms, adorned with 
palms and roses, smilax and flags, the 
Federal Club gave a reception last even- 
ing, which was attended by a large as- 
semblage of enthusiastic Republieans. The 
new rooms occupy all of the two upper 
floors of the building at the southeast corner of 
Madison-avenue an‘ Fifty-ninth-street. Large 
as the rooms are they were erowded, and the 
eheering was tumultuous, The members cheered 
Gen. Sherman, and they actually sang ‘*‘ March- 
ing Through Georgia’—which he hates with 
the hatred of a man long persecuted—in his 
honor. They cheered Edward F. Brown, their 


President, and Theodore Roosevelt, and Elliott 
F. Shepard, their first honorary member. 

Mr. Shepard was the «tar speaker. He plunged 
in atonce. Said he: “I vominegte for the Presi- 
dency the Huon. Chauncey M. Depew. Every 
man, woman, and child lover Chauncey. 
Every workingmwan in the country turns 
his eyes to Chauncey and thinks, 
‘There is au example for me. Let 
me tollow bim and I will rise to the highest 
stations in the eountry.’ Chauncey is the 
friend of protection to American indus- 
try. There isn’ a Grand Army man in 
this country who does not feel that 
he and Chauncy tought, bled, and died 
together. Go into every claxs in the community 
und you will find that they believe Chauncy is 
the man they like to rub theuwselves right along- 
side of and tie up to him.” 

Mr. Shepard told one good story about Mr. 
Depew. He said that when he was at Edinburgh 
Castle, during his last trip abruad, an old man 
asked him if he knew his sister, Margaret 
McGregor, who lived in New-York. ,Said_ he: 
“A Doctor of Divinity was bere a little 
while ago, and he said that he would carry 
a bundle to her. She lives in —— street; there 
are two dvuors to the house, and to sew her you 
must call at the duor beneath the street.’’ The 
old man, anid Mr. Shepard, found the card the 
good Doctor of Divinity had left and on it was 
written ** Chauucey M.. Depew.” 

“When [I went across the continent,” con- 
tinued Mr. Shepard, “in every State I talked 
with the leading men, and each assured me 
that Chauncey could carry his State. They told 
me this in Oregon, Minnesota, Illinois, and all 
along.” 

Mr. Shepard’s eulogy of Mr. Depew excited 
great applause and uncoutrolable laughter. 
Universal regret was expressed that Mr. Depew, 
who had beeu invited tu speak, was dining out, 
und was unable to enjoy listening to Mr. Shep- 
ard’s eloquence, and consequently was unabie 
to give the assemblage the pleasure of listening 
tu his comments thereon. 

‘Theodore Roosevelt was the only other speak- 
er besides Mr. Shepard. Mr. Roosevelt’s 
theme was “The True American.” He said 
that he was glad to read the tirst of Mayor 
Hewitt’s letters about the flazs, for he believed 
that foreign prejudices and hatreds shouid not be 
broughtintotiis country. Buthe thought thatthe 
Mayor was wrong in making a point that only 
20 per cent. of our popniation was composed of 
native Americans. **My peuple,” said Le, “ were 
born and bred Americans before English was 
spoken in New-York. Myself and Mr. Depew, 
in the absence of the Indians, can claim to be- 
long to the aboriginal Dutchmen and Hucue- 
nots of this country.” Mr. Roosevelt believed 
that the foreign born population made the 
very best Awericans. e had knower them 
in the Lexislature—Irishmen and = Ger- 
mans—men who were patriotic, bonest, 
and progressive Americans. ‘**Mr. Lewis, the 
Presiuient of the ot. David's Society, is a true 
American. S8o is Bourke Cockran, our Repre- 
eeptative in Congress; so are Timothy Weich, 
Peter Kelly of Bruuoklyn, and Michael Costello, 
who were in the Legisiature with me.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said that he took no stock in the 
lamentations of Mr. Deming at the Nineteenth 
Century Cluben the previous evening. “ For 
wyself,” ssid Mr. Roosevelt, “ I beleve in the 
present and the future. I think it 18 an insult to 
any alxtinguisbea Democrat of to-day to com- 
pare him to William M. Maroy, whom Mr. 
Deming eulogized so highly.”

because he shut off the water mains, with the 
result of having all hydrants in Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets west of Tenth avenne “dry.” 

Tue buildings burned were on the site of the 
old machine shops, put up in 1850, which, in 
1865, were taken down. A atructure three 
stories high, with a mansard roof, in Thirteenth- 
street, having an aunex north of it one story 
lower, the whole having a base frontage 
of 150 feet and a depth of 100 fret 
waa putup. The lower building was called the 
pattern house, and the other the machine shops. 
The former was packed with patterns and draw- 
ings. The machine shops and pattern lofts were 
bouuded on the west by the engine 
and boller rooms, on tne north by the 
coal and old iron and Jumber yards, and 
on vuhe east by the foundry proper. Samucl 
Stirrat, watchman in the machine shops, was 
on his rounds at 9:15 o’clovk, when he found a 
amall tire startingin the southeast corner of the 
second floor iz the gallery, or the carpenters’ 
shop. It is believed that it was caused 
by a gas-jet stove, used for making giue 
hot, whieh was left alight by a workman. S8tir- 
rat at once gave an alarm, and sent out a tire 
eall from the box at Fourteenth-street and 
Eleventh-avenue, While be was away a few 
books were saved,and from the office several 
hundred dollars and books and accounts were 
carried away to the main office. 

The first engines that arrived found every 
hydrant “dry.” and such water as was ob- 
tained was procured from hydrants west of 
Tenth-avenue, but for 10 or 12 minutes after 
the alarm was struck not a drop of water 
was thrown on the flam’s which, seizing on 
the pattern lofts, and, fed by the patterns, 
spread rapidly. A second = alarm was 
struck, and the engines summoned by it 
went on a hydrant hunt lke those sum- 
moned by the first. A third alarm re- 
sulted in similar confusion, When tae 
water was finally turned on, the fire had gained 
such headway that the destruction of the ma- 
chine shops anil pattern shops was certain, and 
it was found that the greater part of the works 
would go with Lnem. 

The tire boats Havemeyerand Zophar Mills 
Gid as good service as they have ever done, the 
former supplying two lines of hose, and the 
latter five lines with salt water. These and the 
other lines were so distributed as to cover 
the buraing buildings from all sidea. 
The men of Engine No. 3 had a line on the one- 
story roof of the foundry at the northeast anzle 
of the pattern-loft building when the walls of 
it gave way and, before the firemen could 
jump away, they were struck with the 
wreck. Charles H. Parker was go badly bruised 
and eut that be was tnken to St. Vincent’s 
Hospital. John Wright was severely bruised 
and went howe. Asa J. Henderson received 
minor injuries, but be resumed his duty after he 
hud been attended to by an ambulance surgeon. 

After this there were a number of narrow 
escapes when the walis of the machine shops 
began to fallin Thirteenth-street, but no one was 
hurt. The fire was under full contro! at 10:30 
o'clock. 

C. H. Delamarter said that his loss would he 
$100,000 by the tire, and that he was fully in- 
sured, but his consequential loss may be judged 
from the fact that the value of the work done in 
the machine shops is $500,000 a year.

DR. ARMITAGE RESIGNS. 


—~o—_ — 
HIS CONGREGATION DETERMINED TO 
KEEP HIM AS HONORARY PASTOR, 
The Rev. Dr. Thomas Armitage, Pastor of 
the Fifth-Avenue Baptist Church, has tendered 
his resignation after a ministry of 40 years. He 
is to sail for England on Saturday, and last 
evening he was to bid farewell to his congre- 
gation for the Summer. Not only did he 
do this, but he tendered his resignation to take 
effect on Jan. 1. ‘To a majority of the congrega- 
tion the news came as a real surprise. It is 


likely that the resignation will be accepted, but 
Dr. Armitage will not sever bis connection with 
the congregation. Practically, be will be ita 
honorary Pastor. 

Dr. Ariwitage real a long paper in which he 
formally tendered his resignation as Pastor, as- 
cribing as bis reason that, after 40 years’ 
service, be preferred to retire rather than run 
the risk of breaking down. If they wished to 
retain his naive in a merely nominal sense, with- 
out pastoral duties or responsililities, he said, 
= might call him their honorary Pastor for 
ife. 

Mr. Bostwick,on behalf of the Board of Trustees, 
sald that Dr. Armitage’s communication nad 
been made aiter « conference with the joint 
committee, and that it had the unanimous in- 
dursement of the Deacons and the Trustees. 
“They believe,” he said, “that as the reasons 
urged by Dr. Armitage for his retirement from 
tue Pastorate are wise and proper, and while it 
is palnful to contemplate any change which 
alters the relations of Pastor and people, which 
have been cemented by so many years of faith- 
ful labor and loving service, yet due regard for 
the health and strenzth of Dim who is s0 
dear to them all, and their appreciation of 
the value his eminent abilities, which 
should be preserved for as many years 
as possible, not only to benefit this 
church, but the whole denomination, have forced 
them te yield to his wishes and approve his 
action. But they wisi it clearly understood by 
every member of this church and society, and 
hy all the friends of Dr. Armitagso, wherever 
they may be, thatin no case can they conaent 
that his name and presence should ever be taken 
from this church or that he should ever be the 
Pastor of another. They want him with us and 
one of us as lon as he shalllive. And that he 
may never feel the neceasity of undue labor, and 
that he may be able to exercise his powers to 
their best, and as far as possible be free from 
anxiety and care, they bave arranged that be 
shall receive an income as long as he lives suf- 
ticient for his necessities not less than bis pres- 
ent casb salary, 

Mr. Lawson proposed a resolution referring 
back to the comwittee the whele matter, and 
John F. Pluunmer and other membera of the 
chureh speke in support of the motion and 
said pleasant words about Dr. Armitage. Dr. 
Armitage said hedid not believe tnere was an 
officer or member of that church who desired a 
change in the pastorate. He had no wish to go 
to any other church, but wanted the privilege 
of filling their pulpit when he desired and of 
sitting down at their tables and in their homes 
as be had dene for the last 40 years. “Tam not 
expecting to die yet,” he said, “for ITeome of a 
long-lived family. My grandmother lived till 
she was 103. ButI know that infirmity will 
come, and I don’t propose to stay in this pulpit 
until I break down with infirmity. Still, I don’t 
intend to stop work. My ambition for the future 
is this: [don’t wanttodraw a cent from your 
treasury after I stop work; I don’s want 
to be a pensioner, and I doen't want an annuity 
or astipend or anything of that sort and go to 
the bank and draw it every month when I 
haven’t done a month’s work. My ambition is 
that you shall release me from the duties as an 
active Pastor, and that [ may havea home of 
my own. If you think that my work during 40 
years is worthy of a present or some provision 
for the future, then I have nothing to say.”

ZHOMAS B. KERR TU FAOH A 

JURY AT LAST. 

BUDGE PATTERSON DECLINES TO EN- 
TERTAIN HIS SPECIAL PLEA AND. 
FIXES HIS TRIAL FOR May 2. 


Thomas B. Kerr, ex-Treasurer of the 
‘Broadway Railroad, will be placed upon trial 
‘for bribery on Wednesday of next week. So 
@ecided Judge Patterson, in the Court of Oyer 
mnd Terminer, yesterday morning. Although 
the efforts of Mr. Kerr's counsol to quash the 
indictment against him were futile, they oocu- 
pied a good deal of time, and the legal fencing 
gave birth to more than one suggestive remark 
‘and to at least one curious incident. 

Mr. Kerr was represented by ex-Surrogate 
Rollins, W. Bourke Cockran, and John H. Bird. 
The people were ropresented by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorneys Fitzgerald and Semple, though 
the former acted simply asa mentor. Judge 
Patterson, in his written decision having dis- 
posed of the motion to quash, and also having 
shown the defendant’s lawyers that it was use- 
less to make further motions having the same 
‘Rim unless based upon an affidavit that Mr. 
Kerr had appeared before the Grand Jury, list- 
ened patiently toa plea for a postponement of 
the trial for several weeks at least. Mr. Rol- 
lins said that he would be compelled to withdraw 
from the case if it were called for trial within 
that period. Judge Patterson said that he heard 
the statement with regret, but felt constrained 
to put the case down for May 7. Mr. Cockran, 
understanding that Judge Patterson might not 


be then sitting in the Oyer and Terminer Court, 
asked that the case might be taken up next 
Wednesday. Mr. Semple wanted the case called 
at the eurltest possible day. Judge Patterson 
again said that he would set the case down for 
Monday, May 7, and asked fora plea. Mr. Cock- 
‘an said the defendant would plead not guilty, 
but immediately withdrew the plea and said the 
court would dispose of the question. Judge 
Patterson directed a plea of not guilty to be en- 
tered, and there seemed to be nothing more to 
= when District Attorney Fellows was heard 
rom. 

Mr. Fellows walked into court in time to be in 
at the death. He sat down in front of his two 
jassistants. Hearing something said about May 
Kg after the matter of fixing a day for trial had 
een disposed of, he inquired of the court, with- 

ut rising, why the case could not be called on 

ext Monday. Mr. Cockran was about to ex- 
lain that a little more time nad been allowed 

BD account of the enforced absence of Mr. Rol- 

os when Judge Patterson cut the matter short 

¥y saying courtly, looking at the District Attor- 
ey, * That has been fully discussed and I do 
ot care to reopen the matter.” 

Then the District Attorney rose from his chair 

nd approached the bench. He was joined by 

r. Rollins and Mr. Cockran. They conversed 

or a few minutes, when Judge Patterson an- 

ounced that “by arrangement of counsel the 
ase will be taken up on Wednesday, May 2.” 

he defendant’s counsel seemed tobe greatly 

lieved by the knowledge that Judge Patterson 
swould try the case. 

Judze Patterson’s decision on the motion to 
yguash the indictment is as follows: 


**It appears by an indorsement on the indictment 
that the defendant interposed a pleaof not guilty, 
and permission was accorded him to withdraw such 
plea. It having been withdrawn, the case now 
stands as if the defendant were for the first time 
arraigned to answer the indictment, and the appro- 
priate proceedings to be had are such as are pre- 
scribed by the provisions of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure. 

* By section 312 of that code it is enacted that, in 
answer to the indictment, the defendant may either 
move the court to set the same aside or may demur 
or plead thereto. 

““Itis also provided in the code that there are but 
three pleas wnich may be interposed, namely, guilty 
or not guilty, a former judgment of conviction, or 
acquittal of the crime charged, which may be 
pleaded either with or without the plea of not 
guiity. (Section 332.) 

“The defendant, instead of interposing either of 
the pleas authorized by statute, has presented a 
paper which is called a@ special plea, and which is, 
ib furm and substance, a special plea assailing the 
proceedings before the Grand Jury bv which the 
indictment was found and setliug up certain allega- 
tons upon which itis claimed that the indictment 
‘ds invalid, 

‘Asa plea this paper cannot be received. There 
is no authority whaiever for such a plea, and it 
would be in direct violation of the law to allow it to 
stand. Norcan this paper be received in any way 
as the basis of a motion made to set aside the indict- 
ment. What are legal grounds for such a motion are 
vente stated in section 313 of the Code of Criminal 

rocedure, aud nothing can be arbitrarily added to 
that section. Motionsto set aside may be made in 
either of the following cases: When the indictment 
‘is not found, indorsed, and presented as prescribed 
4n sections 268 and 272 of the Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure, and those sections refer to an indictment be- 
ing found by the concurrence of at least 12 Grand 
Jurors, indorsed a true bill, and the indorsement 
@igned by the foreman of the Grand Jury and the 
Dames of the witnesses examined before the Grand 
Jury, or whose depositions may have been read be- 
fore them, being in iorsed on the indictment before 
it is presented to the court.

VERY NARROW ESOAPES. 


HOW FIVE WOMEN ESCAPED FROM A 
BURNING BUILDING. 

A fire bruke out early yesterday morning 
at 53 West Twenty-eighth-street, a four-story 
dwelling, the property of Henry Hildberg, who 
owned the Elberon Flats, where a fatal fire 
panio recentiy ocourred, and six women were 
burned or injured before they were’ rescued. 
The house is one of record in the Nineteenth 
Precinct. When the fire broke out Irma Endurf, 
the mistress of the house, was asleep in a front 
room on the second floor. In a front room 
on the third floor slept Fanny Fippeny, 
her housekeeper, who in the days of 
the Tweed ring was notorious and rich. 
The fire is believed to have started from a range 


in the rear basement. A colored man usually 
slept there, but he was not in the house ‘lues- 
day night, and when the servants went to bed 
the range was so full of coal as to gradually 
become red hot and set fire to the woodwork, 
Frances Russell discovered the fire. She awoke 
with a choking sensation, and, screaming, 
dashed down atairs. She was stopped by the 
emoke aa she endeavored to go down to the first 
flourand ran to the window of aroom in the 
rear of the second floor. 

Meanwhile a tire alarm had been sent out, and 
when Engine No. 1 and the patrol wagon from 
Station No. 3 reached the elevated railroad sta- 
tion in 8ixth-avepue the fire had full sweep of 
the stairs shaft and was eating its way laterally 
into all the rooms on the first, second, and third 
floors. The first thought of the tirewen and fire 
patrolmen was how to rescue the five frantic 
women who were appealivg for aid with fire so 
near them as to throw their half-clad bodies into 
full relief. The life-saving net was spread in 
the area of the burning house by direction of 
Capt. Croker. Capt. Sandford and Sergt. Smith 
went into 51, the residence of Dr. W. W. 
Jones, and several firemen went into 55. Lad- 
ders were raised to the sevond and third story 
windows, and in lesa time than it takes to chron- 
icle it sowe thrilling incidents occurred. 

Minnie Lewis, who, in attempting to escape 
down stairs, hud received severe burns, went 
back to the nall bedroom in the front of the 
third floor, and deliberately got on the window 
sill, steadied herself, and gra-ped at and caught 
with the fingers of her left hand a small iron 
hook, which, when shutters were on the win- 
dows, was used to fasten them. Then she 
made a risky step from the sill on which 
she stood to the other, and, while bal- 
ancing herself to get the other foot on the 
sill of 51, she was seized and dragged in the 
window by Seret. Smith. While this was passing 
the negreas Strong, in attempting to get on the 
ladder at the second-story window, pushed it 
down and without warning leaped into the net. 
Fcrtunately it was taut, and she was not in- 
jured by the leap. Half a minute later Mrs. 
Endurf came down the ladder and fell and 
brutsed herself severely when two-thirds of the 
way dewn. The cook came down sately. Just 
before this Engineer King of Engine No. 
1 went up on the third-story ladder 
and caused the woman Fippeny to get 
on the window sill, and step to the sill of a 
third-story window at 55, only a few inches 
distant. Once there, she was seized by a fire- 
man who was astraddle the sill, and helped into 
the window. The girl Russell waited in the 
rear room on the second floor until the flames 
reached a bed not 10 feet from her. Outside the 
window was a tangle of telegraph wires, # relic 
of the blizzard, and she planned to slide down 
two, which were insulated and attached to a 

utter pipe to the yard of either 53 or 55. She 
-" herself down two feet to find herself trapped 
in the broken wires. Her wra + ped came off, but 
the wires, as she struggled and shrieked, cut ber 
bare legs cruelly. She was finally rescued by 
servants at 55. 

As svon as Capt. Croker saw that surgeons 
would be necessary he sent out an ambulance 
callon the fire wires. This at the Nineteenth 
Precinct Station House was interpreted to mean 
that the disaster was serious, anda telephone 
message was sent to Police Headquarters for 
three ambulances, so that when ail the women 
were reacued they received prompt treatment. 
Minnie Lewis was found to be serivusly burned, 
and she was sent to the New-York Hospital 
with the negresses. Fannie Fippeny was burned 
about the face and bands and was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital. The girl Russell had her 
limbs bandaged and refused to go to a hospital, 
as did Irma Endurf, whose escape from being 
burned was so narrow a one that nearly all her 
hair was burned. 

The fire was quickly under control. It de- 
stroyed the basements and stairs shaft, and part 
of the parlor and second and third floors. The 
loss on the building can be repaired for $1,500. 
The furniture was insured for $10,000 in the 
Long Island and Germania Companies, and the 
claim on them will be about $6,000.

positively refused to sign any agreement with 
the union or to have any dealings whatever 

with it. 
At the meeting of the men yesterday morning 
their leaders told them that about 20 of the 
sTuceday Evening Dancing Club, | an¢ 


smaller pool brewers were about to yield and 
abandon the pool. The drivers are becoming 
discouraged at the strong opposition encoun- 
tered from the Knights ef Lanor, and it was said 
that they were breaking up and were anxious to 
go back to work. 

Word wae sent yesterday to the headquarters 
of the employing brewers at 2 Irving-place that 
committees from the brewers’ unions or from 
the Central Labor Union had called on several 
of the employers and had offered to declare the 
boycott off if the employers would discharge 
their new men and take back their old hands. 
The unions would not insist upon the employers 
signing any contract. President Miles sent out 
acircular to ail the associated brewers inform- 
ing them of this fact and saying that no one of 
their number should agree to these proposala, 
but stand by the mantfesto that they had signed 
at the beginning of the fight.
